DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the step of calculating 
residuals in determining rock plastic displacement together with elastic displacement forming of 
total rock displacement to obtain subsidence in a reservoir. For instance, "Gas Extraction and 
Risk of Subsidence: the Case of the Northern Adriatic Gas Fields, Technical Issues" by Cassiani 
et al. teaches reservoir subsidence modeling based on semi-analytical and finite element models. 
"Mathematical Model of subsoil relevant of Subsidence" by IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin 
discloses subsoil subsidence model based on elastic/poro-elastic theory.
